^ L«JSS of $80O,OOO In Wages 


During Idleness. 


New Bedford. Mass., 
April 5.—The 


jarade of operative* arranged for Mon- 
day indicated one of two thing*—that 
the striker* had no heart for walkine 
with empty purses, and are anxious for 
he mill doors to open, or else th« weather 
uas not considered propitious. What- 
ever be the cause, the demonstration 
proved a fizzle, and a good many look 
upon it as a convincing; sign of t^e utter 
demoralization existing in the**nkB»f 
the operatives and the strong desire trit 
that the battle be declared a losing one. 


So far as the spinners are concerned, 


it is doubtful if they ai« affected by the 
situation, inasnuKh as they have not 
been obliged to so very deep Into their 
tieasury, which is efficiently laiyre to 
prolong the fls'H for a year longer but 
with the other classes of operatois the 
situation hus become extreme. With

Method of Execution—Feel* III* Recpon- 
•Iblllty Mo*t Acutely. 


Comparatively few Frenchmen are ao- 


lualntod—that is, personally acquainted— 
fc-ith their druadud and mysterious com- 
patriot Monsieur de 1'uris, and It Is no 
easy matter to como across him, for his 
name is omitted from tho Paris directory, 
and tbo police absolutely refuse to have 
anything to say as to his whereabouts. 


However, boinic in Paris not so very 


IODK since, and having some perhaps par- 
donablo curiosity concerning a ceremony 
In which the guillotine plays tho most 
prominent part, I obtained a letter of In- 
troduction to Monsieur de Paris, who la 
the public executioner of Franco, known 
In private life asM. Delhlor, and who, this 
acquaintance of mine said, though of n 
most retiring disposition, with a perfect 
dread of ncturiuty and avoiding contact 
with inquisitive strangers, more especial- 
ly journalists, as much as possible, would 
not bo found indisposed to gue just n few 
details of his by no means enviable pro- 
fession. 


"Just 41 years ago," said ho, "I suc- 


ceeded M. Koche, who had been valet to 
tbo famous or notorious M. llolndrich, 
and with whom I served my apprentice- 
ship in turn in 1855. 
I assisted him alto- 


gether in $2 executions before I com- 
menced business on my own account, so I 
was no novice. Vet my llrst independent 
performance was not an easy matter, I can 
assure you, for the criminal, a youth 
naTiiod Laprade, who had murdered his 
fiith».r, mother and grandmother, resisted 
so strenuously that 1 was compelled to re- 
sort to methods the reverse of gentle. 
However, the story of that execution got 
noised abroad, and, though tho Paris jour- 
nalists wero very severe with me and de 
clarcd that I lost my bead as well as did thr 
wretch I executed, since then I havt- 
found my clients less recalcitrant. 
Until 


my appointment I followed tho trade of a 
tailor, and so from a maker of garments 
in second class emporiums I have worked 
my way up, as you see, to bo a first elm* 
cutter in tho government establishment." 
Aud M. Doiblir laughed heartily at hie 
own rather ghastly joko.

I next ventured to nbk if I could bo al- 


lowed n private \iow of the guillotine, 
which its manipulaU-r referred to us "la 
machine."

I am sup 
posed toreeeivo :i full Uuj 's notice in Pnric 
and two days for the departments, but 1 
ulvtayti linld in} self in readiness to start nt 
uny moimnt, ;is sn soon as the day and 
hour of mi e.MTUUoil ;iro flxod by the all 
thurilK'n there H u Krcatdo«l to bo done in 
u very short time. 


"In IV.ris 1 mnko it a rule to pass tho 


niRht pieceilmg «n execution at tho Ro- 
quetto prison no us to be on tho spot whon 
thu t\\o bljick vans—one containing the 
'woods of justice'and tho other dostiuod 
to convey tho body of tho culprit to Ivry 
cemetery—arrive nt daybreak. Then 1 
personally superintend tho installation of 
la machine and K'^O a drtss rehearsal, as 
it were, of the performance with the gen- 
tleman who is to tako tho loading rolo let! 
out. 
By t!iis> Jiieii'is 1 have always, with 


one solitary exception, avoided any hitch 
ut the lift i rmcul iiiumunt. 
As soon us 


tho hour decided upon strikes the culprit 
is bunded user to my assistant, who, to 
Aether with tho prison chaplain, e.scorta 
him to the depot—hla lust station on earth 
beloro Touching hi machine—-w hero his 
toilet is perhirm»d. This does not taka 
long, forhis hair and beard have been kept 
clo.se cropped since his condemnation, lie 
is pinioned, his shirt collar cut away, and 
he goes forth to his death. As soon as tlie 
body is unstrapped from the plank it is 
put into a coflin, with the bend between 
the feet, driven oft to the cemetery and 
buried." 


"And now, M Deibler," I said, "what 


"is your opinion as to tho theory that life 
actually endures in tho head for somo lit- 
tle time after it is severed from the body?" 


"Well," w-as the reply, given reflective- 


ly, "I have certainly on more than one oc- 
casion seen the eyes in a decapitated bead 
open and close and the lips twitch con- 
vulsively for quite ten minutes and even 
longer after 
the fatal stroke has been 


gi\en. But though this may give all th? 
g^mblance of lingering life, I do not fancy 
that it ia life, and for this reason: You 
see, the knifo Is so beatily weighted that 
at the same instant that the neck is sever- 
ed the occiput receives a blow that fre- 
quently cracks tho skull, and would, in 
my opinion, l-e quite sufficient to driveoul 
my ray of memory, reflection or real sen- 
,ibil!ty that might otherwise linger in tha 
brain. 
Then, again, the great loss ol 


blood would produce syncope. Still, aftei

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Washington, March 5.—The two fore- 


most branches of the Cuban question 
in Washington Monday were thepiesi- 
dent's message and Euiopean mediation, 
which now has taken un active form in 
the courts of Europe, according to ad- 
vices received at foreign embassies here, 
though no proffer has been made to the 
United States. Regarding; the first, it 
can be stated that It Is fully expected 
u> the admlnisUation that the mesbage 
will be sent to congress Wednesday In 
all probability, and certainly by Thurs- 
day. It will deal vigorously with the 
question, will include the Maine Incident, 
and vvill make definite recommendations 
to congress, one of which will be the 
recognition of Cuban independence. As, 
to the mediation of liuiope or the pope, 
they declare that these material and 
moral powers must exercise their suasion 
on Spain, for this government will insist 
on the independence of Cuba as an ulti- 
mate sine qua non unless the insui cents 
lhemnelvus should consent to less, and 
this they have llatly 
lef'Jbed to do. 


Speaking on this point, one of the cab 
met officers said: "You can say lor me 
that all the powers of Kurope and the 
heads of all the churches may propose 
mediation to Spain If they desire, but 
the United Stales will positively not 
listen to mediation of any kind that does 
not lead to the acceptance of our condi- 
tion, which is the independence of Cuba." 


Notwithstanding the many reports of 


Kuropean mediation, they assumed their 
(Irst tangible form Monday after noon, 
when at least two of the foreign em- 
bassies In Washington received otlicial 
information that an exchange of notes 
between the great powers was now in 
progress with a view to arriving at a 
basis on which they could make a joint 
proposal for mediation. It is evident 
that the exchange has not yet been pro- 
ductive of a common understanding, as 
the ambaSHadors and ministers here 
have not received instructions to initiate 
the movement. Their only information 
thus far is that the notes are passing by 
telegraph 
between 
the 
capitals of 


Europe. It had been understood that 
France and Austria were most active in 
bringing about this movement, and that 
Great Britain had held aloof from it, but 
it develops that the British government 
Is also taking part In the exchange, and 
that In case of concerted action by the 
powers Great Britain probably will act 
with the others. 


What common grounds the powers are 


seeking to reach can only be conjectured. 
Tlte Spanish government seems to be 
hopeful of results from this movement, 
and this inspired additional ground for 
th* belief that it Will not be regarded 
with favor by the United States. The 
diplomats, however, think that if that 
common understanding were reached by 
the great powers of Europe such sug- 
gestions as these combined powers might 
make could not be lightly set aside. The 
general view of the diplomats is that the 
movement Is not so much one toward 
reconciling the United States and Spain 
a* It Is to preserve the peace of the world 
by combined notion, Spain's policy in 
this matter is one of urging upon the 
European powers that if Cuba were free 
from Spanish sovereignty the next move 
under tbe Monroe doctrine would be to 
bring to an end European contioi over 
other West Indian possessions. Great 
Britain, France and Denmark have In- 
terests in that locality.. In other quar- 
ters it was stated that the influence of 
the powers was more likely to be exert- 
ed on Bpain in urging her to the largest 
possible jneasure pf concession. 


"Walt for Wednesday." was the word 


passed about the capital Monday, and a 
general understanding to that effect was 
reached. The Republicans will not In- 
itiate and the Democrats will not try to 
force any action on Cuba until tomorrow, 
when the president's message will b* re- 
ceived in all probability. With that un- 
derstanding the senate foreign relations 
committee did not report, and the house 
foreign affairs committee took no ac- 
tion. It Is known that the senate com- 
mittee has agreed to report practically 
the Foraker resolution, declaring inde- 
pendence and intervention, with an 
amendment fixing the responsibility for 
the destruption of (he Maine upon Spain, 
either Iby design or criminal negllg.«npe. 
The bouse oommlttee will report, ff pos> 
slbl*. a resolution In line with the presi? 
dent's recommendations, and it is known 
that efforts are being made to have the 
resolutions of both committees agree 
With the president's wishes.

This tune the speaker sternly warned 


the galleries that If the demonstration 
was again repeated he would order them 
cleared.

"It is better." retorted Mr. Bailey,

Wh«n 
the meeting was o%-er and the members 
dispersed there was a general air of re- 
lief and satisfaction on all faces, as 
though the air had been cleared of doubt 
and the members, firmly resolved on 
w hat they deemed the proper coarse of 
action, had set out to follow th« course 
to us logical conclusion." 


That the message will contain definite 


lecommendatlons may b» Inferred from 
the remark of one member: "While I 
can say nothing explicit concerning th« 
details of the message," said he, "I may 
say that It 15 a strong, explicit statement 
and eme with whu h congress will be 
thoi oughly in accord."
